2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations of an elevator 
remote supervisory group controller wherein plural communication networks are provided for 
communications between the group and controller such that the type of network is chosen based upon 
large quantity data and control command data as well as the code storage and security means to 
authenticate the codes, is not taught or reasonably suggested by the cited art of record.
